That so many U.S. lawmakers are deaf to these 
cautio ns, that thev seem prepared almo st casually 
to rex erse the 30-y ear bent o f U.S. trade po licy 
under the co v er o f no isy natio nal co ncern o v er 
war and racial strife, is perhaps a sign o f the 
times. 
Operating as It is witho ut effectiv e natio nal 
leadership, U.S. so ciety is mo re easily bro ken into 
fragments with special eco no mic and o ther inter­ 
ests find “ wo rkable.” Witho ut a centralizing po wer 
to rally aro und fo r resistance, the fragmented 
elements are mo re amenable to pressure. 
That is the sto ry o f the quo ta fight. Fo r all the 
ro unter-effo rt being made, the natio nal co ncern in 
liberalized trade is no t stro ngly eno ugh represent­ 
ed. So the lawmakers are listening to special 
gro up* who se go al, seen co llectiv ely , is to dis­ 
mantle quietly a trade structure the co untry still 
finds eco no mically rewarding after a third o f a 
century o f testing.

By Oswald and Janies Jacoby I 
Today ’s hand is an old tim er 
with a now twist. Seven dia­ 
monds is a reasonable contract, 
ex cept for one thing. ’There is j 
no real play for it because dc- i 
clarcr has two clubs in each 
hand and can only discard three 
hearts on dum m y ’s top spades. 


On the other hand, most de­ 
clarers will make the contract 
against any lead hut a spade by 
cashing two clubs and all the 
trum ps. East and West are each 
likely to guard spades and will 
have to discard down to one 
heart each in order to do so. 


Of course, if South bids hearts 
along the way , West may count 
up and decide that his partner 
will hold at least four spades, 
whereupon 
West 
will 
throw 
.spades early . 
The new twist is supplied by 
British 
w riter 
Victo 
Mollo. 
South is a very bad, but very 
lucky , play er who reached sev­ 
en diamonds as shown in the 
box . 
He carefully won 
the 
first 
club with dum m y ’s queen and 
led a diamond to his ace. When 
E ast showed out, declarer, who 
couldn’t count very well, decid­ 
ed to go back to dummy with 
the ace of clubs to finesse the 
diamonds. He was so intent on 
this that he led dum m y ’s jack 
of diamonds. 
At this point, there was no 
way to get to dum m y for the 
three top spades. An ordinary 
poor play er would realize this 
and play ace and one heart to 
get out for down one but Mol- 
lo’s man was built of sterner 
stuff, lie wouldn’t lose a trick 
until he had to and he ran out 
all his trum ps. 
E ast threw one spade early 
but West did 
not discard 
a 
spade. 
Eventually , 
declarer 
play ed his ace of hearts and 
was about to concede down sev­ 
eral when he discovered that 
all his small hearts were good 
and lie made bis grand slam!

Black Hawk Statue 


One of the more-outstanding 
perm anent monuments to 
the 
North American Indian is the 
Lorado Taft statue located about 
three miles north of the city of 
Oregon on land now owned by 
the State of Illinois that encom­ 
passes part of Lowden Memo­ 
rial State Park.

m em bers of the Sac and I'ox 
Indian tribes, the statue, com­ 
monly known as “ Black Hawk 
Statue,” survey s the Rock Riv­ 
er from a point over 250 feet 
above the floor of the river. 


Although the statue is usually 
referred to by the Indian vvar- 
leader’s name, Lorado Taft did 
riot intend for it to be merely 
a memorial to one chief but, ra­ 
ther, to ty pify that race of men 
that from the dawn of time had 
loved and habited the beautiful 
Rock River Valley . 


Taft began to design and build 
the huge concrete statue in 1909 
with 
first 
a 
six -foot 
life-size 
model and later with a model 
seven times larger than life. 
Throughout 1909, Taft and his 
fellow workers toiled to con­ 
struct a wood-and-timber fram e­ 
work for the great figure cov­ 
ered 
with 
“ chicken 
netting,” 
burlap and, finally , a coat of 
plaster 
of 
Paris.

The head of the statue was 
then placed in position on top 
of the framework and a foui- 
inch mold of plaster was pouted 
over it all. When the plaster had 
formed, 
the 
entire 
mold 
was 
torn down and taken out and 
the resulting mold was filled 
with heavy , slow-setting cement. 
This work was carried on under 
canvas, with steam heat, and 
was completed during the holi­ 
day season of 1909. 
The figure was left in the 
mold until the spring of 1910 
when the protecting shell was 
broken off and “ Black Hawk” 
emerged. 
The figure itself is 42 feet in 
height and rests upon a solid 
cube of concrete projecting six 
feet above 
the 
ground, 
thus 
making the w’hole structure rise 
48 
feet 
above 
the 
surface. 
Weighing, without the founda­ 
tion or pedestal. 268 tons, it is 
a solid mass of concrete, ex ­ 
cept for a small shaft in the 
center which ends just above I 
the folded arm s. 
The head of the Indian figure j 
alone weighs alm ost 30 tons a nd1 
the thickness of the body struc­ 
ture varies from five to ten 
feet. There are two tons of steel 
worked into the framework of 
the concrete, therefore making 
the entire statue as solid and 
perm anent as possible. 
’The statue was dedicated on 
Saturday afternoon, July I, 1911. 
with several hundred local and 
area 
citizens 
in 
attendance. 
Gov. Frank Lowden, who had 
given the property on which the 


statue rests to Taft, presided at 
the 
program 
which 
included 
speeches by many prom inent 
people of the day . 
When asked if the statue was 
m eant to represent one particu­ 
lar Indian (Black Hawk), Lo­ 
rado Taft replied. “ No. He’s just 
an

the 
beauty of the valley and the 
Rock River.”
